There  has  been  no  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year. 

An  epidemic  of  Measles  occurred,  beginning  in  the  last  day  of  September  and  ending  in  the  third 
week  of  November.  72  children  were  affected.  42  males  and  30  females.  The  age  incidence  is  shown 
below. 

Previous  to  the  epidemic  there  had  been  no  notifications  of  measles  for  over  two  months  and  there 
were  none  in  December.

SECTION  D 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


WATER  SUPPLY 
Public  Supply 

During  the  year  1948  main  water  was  supplied  to  No.  1 District  (Town  Area).  The  quantity  and 
quality  have  been  satisfactory. 

During  the  year,  50  houses  were  connected  to  the  main  supplies  in  No.  1 District.  685  houses 
have  a laid-on  supply,  out  of  a total  of  810  in  the  No.  1 District, 

Approximately  125  houses  are  served  by  stand  pipes  situated  at  a reasonable  distance. 
Approximately  2,500  persons  are  supplied  from  public  water  mains. 

The  consumption  of  water  per  head  per  day  of  the  population  in  the  No.  1 District  is  29  gallons. 
Private  Supplies 

The  rural  area  of  Hadleigh  (No.  2 Area)  is  supplied  by  private  boreholes  or  wells,  except  16  houses 
which  are  supplied  from  the  Council’s  mains. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

No.  1 District  (Town  Area)  is  served  with  main  drainage  and  sewers  and  the  Sewage  Outfall  Works 
has  been  working  efficiently  throughout  the  year. 

There  are  226  houses  not  connected  to  the  sewers.  During  the  year  there  were  13  new  connections 
for  49  houses  and  1 factory. 

Total  number  of  houses  now  connected  to  the  sewers  584  in  addition  to  other  properties. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Scavenging 

The  arrangements  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  remain  the  same,  the  refuse  being 
collected  and  taken  to  a satisfactory  dump  outside  the  town  by  a contractor.  Collections  are  made  once 
per  week,  Ill  tens  of  waste  paper,  etc.,  were  collected  and  sold. 

Cesspools,  Privies  and  Pail  Closets 

The  emptying  of  these  is  still  undertaken  by  the  Council  with  a scale  of  charges  on  occupiers  of 

houses. 

The  work  is  decreasing  as  further  connections  are  made  to  the  sewers. 

During  the  Year  the  following  were  emptied  by  the  Council’s  plant  : —
